volt. The Englishmen who smash 
windows are not put in prison or 
pilloried by the newspapers. Those 
punishments are reserved solely for 
the women. 

“But,” the suffrage leader uncon- 
sciously straightened and a sparkle 
came into her eyes. “But women 
in America will choose their own 
military methods, and use them, too, 
without waiting much longer. We 
will not meet an American situation 
in an English way, but we will meet 
it in an American way. 

“It is the corrupt politicians who 
have the power in the States. They 
will not give us by permission what 
we want. We have been trying that 
method for sixty years and we have 
gained nothing, or very little.

Deeds were placed on file with the 
Recorder today, conveying title to the 
property.from the Bay Citles to the 
Home Long Distance and from the 
Home-Long Distance to the Pacific 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
the consideration in each instance be- 
ing $10. 

~ MONEY INVOLVED. 

The deal, closed yesterday, involved. 
the of. $895,000 in gold 
coin, $1,300,000 in preferred stock 
of the Pacific company, and 17,080, 
000 in bonds of the Home Long Dis- 
tance Telephone Company, which are 
guaranteed by the Pacific company. 
Tune purchase includes all the real 
property of the Home company, and 
also the franchise owned dy the 
Home company. Whether the auto- 
matic telephone system will be main- 
tained, or abandoned, is a question 
that has not been decided by the 
pew purchasers. The Pacific's en- 
gineers are now studying the sys- 
tem, and if it is found to be feasible 
to use, in connection with the Pa- 
cific’s vast urban and suburban sys- 
tem, it will be continued and en- 
larged. 


Company filed notice with the Superit- 
or Court that it had created a bond- 
ed indebtedness of $7,080,000, which 
ig now guaranteed by the Pacific, 
and becomes part of the purchase 
price. 

The transfer of ownership removes 
all possibility of the acquisition by 
the city and county of San Francisco 
of the Home company, as was the 
purpose of persons who invoked the 
initiative to bring about an election 
to determine whether or not the mu- 
nicipality should purchase the plant. 
The Home had applied for perm 
sion to sell to the Pacific States, but 
the permit had been refused by the 
Board of Supervisors, and a tion 
for an election circulated.

1910-11—South Wales_ experienced 
a disastrous dispute in the Cambrian 
collieries over abnormal places.

For some time, says Har- 
per’s Weekly, the stone ball has been 
slowly turning upon its base, revolving 
about a horizontal axis in a direction 
from north to south. | 
At first the ball rested in a socket 
provided on the base, The portion of 
the ball that fitted in the die was not 
polished. In 1904 it wus observed that 
the unpolished spot of the ball had be- 
come visible and ‘that the ball had re- 
volved nearly twenty inches in ea 
northerly direction from ite 


place. 
e employee who reported this fact 
to the authorities bound that they 
flatly refused te credi* his statments. 
He was right, however, as was proven 
by a regular and systematic -{ ion 
that was instituted with reference te 
the phenomenon. It was soon ascér- 
tained that the ball had a continuous 
and regular movement. Between July 
and November of one year the ball 
moved five inches. 

All manner of explanations were im- 
mediately offered by all sorts of peo- 
ple everywhere. Investigation showed 
that the bafl had in no way been fast- 
ened to its base, the builders evidently 
expecting that its weight would hold 
it in place. : 
Perhaps the dest explanetion 
offered of the curious behavior of the 
ball is this: First, the ball becomes, in 
the sunshine, more heated than does 
the base and consequently expands 
more, giving rise to a slight 
ing.” The ensuing contraction, it is 
thought, is probably not sufficient to 
“take up” the displacement occasion- 
ed by the heat of the early day. In the 
second place, thé circumference of the 
sphere probably lengthens on one side,

over the residence portion of the city. 
It is well known to every official 
in this city that prior to the comple- 
tion of the outfall sewer some five 
years ago, that the greater part of 
the 2 districts were using cess- 
poo 


On the completion of the outfall 
sewer, the property owners were no- 
tified to disconnect the cesspools and 
connect with the sewer. In some in- 
stances that notice also called for 
the filling up of the cesspools, but 
these orders were never enforced, and 
today not one in forty of these death 
traps has ever been filled up. 

In a city where there are as many 
tenement houses as there are here, 
and where so much property is con-

WORKS ECONOMY.

In this county with more than 3060 
adult offenders placed on probation 
within the last three years, less than 
10 per cent. have been returned to 
the court for a violation of the con- 
ditions imposed on them. There are 
now about 300 adult probationers 
earning on an average of $15 a week, 
aggregating a total of about $4500 
a ‘week, or $180,000 a year. 
This money is used for the support 
of the probationers and their fami- 
lies, saving to the State at least 73. 
000 a year. Heretofore, thousands of 
dollars were spent on the trial of 
criminal cases, in which defendants 
now plead guilty, depending upon 3 
previous good record and the prom- 
ise of friends to obtain for them such 
assistance and environment as will 
aid them in their future reformation. 
Judge Willis concludes that he is 
satisfied that the adult prebation sys- 
tem as well as the parole system are 
proving satisfactory, and that in the 
near future they will decome univer- 
gal in every county and State. From 
this will result economy and decrease 
in the expense of penal institutions.

FIGHT AGAINST HOOKWORM. 


Over a Hundred and Forty Thous- 
and Persons Have Been Treated for 
the Disease in the South Alone. 
[Washington Star: J At an average 
cost of $1.27, according to the annual 
report of the Rockefeller sanitary 
commission, more than 140,000 per- 
sons afflicted with the hookworm 
were treated in nine States of the 
South during the past year. Consid- 
ering the assured results in personal 
health of such a work, it Was an 
astonishingly small price to pay. But, 
as the report says, the particular 
value of this enterprise was not in 
the number of persons restored to 
health, but in the educational effect 
of the work in sanitation. In other 
words, this is a preventive as well as 
a curative undertaking, and it is cer- 
tain to lead to vitally important re- 
sults throughout the South if it is 
continued even for a few vears. There 
is no possible way of reckoning, but it 
is assured that millions of dollars 
have been lost to the South as a re- 
sult of this disease, through the low- 
ered vitality of the people, the less- 
ening of their agricultural and indus- 
trial energies, their failure to do a 
proper share of work when employed 
and the necessity of providing for 
their needs through charitable works 
when they fail to meet their own ne- 
cessities. In Porto Rico the United 
States government has already dem- 
onstrated the economic value of hook- 
worm eradication, increasing the ef- 
ficiency of the people by a large per- 
centage through the systematic sani- 
tary works carried on there since the 
American occupation. This, however. 
was before the full discovery of the 
hookworm disease ift All its charac- 
teristics and effects, and doubtless the 
Rockefelier commission's work in the

Millions Must be Deposited in City 
Treasury Day Dociments Are De- 
on Jump—Millions Transferred 


The millions of dollars that have 
come into the possession of the city 
of Los Angeles this month have 
been paid in New York and have been 
placed the same day in the treasury 
in this city, and it has not cost the 
city a cent for commissions or tolls. 

On the 31st inst., $2,500,000 more 
will be paid to Los Angeles in New 
York and on April 6, nearly 4,000. 
000 more, and all of it will be placed 
the same day of the payment in the 
city treasury. Those amounts will 
cost the city nothing for the transfer, 
either. 

How its it done? By exchange. If 
Tom Jones or John Smith were to 
send such amounts across the conti- 
nent, it woyld take days and perhaps 
a week to make the transfer and 
would cost in itself a fortune. With 
the city government, however, it is 
different. 

Senor Los Angeles is a great finan- 
cler. The municipality deals in mil- 
lions of dollars and any corporation 
that engages in enterprises involving 
such amounts passes into a class 
apart from the ordinary individual; 
it becomes a “ business” all 
itself. Like the Ou 
pany, Freat banks, powerful railways 
and dominating financial interests, 
Senor Los Angeles, multi-millionatire, 
can do things that the less favored 

tion or individual cannot do. 


the morning in New York to Cit 
Treasurer Hance, who is there now, 
and in the afternoon it is locked up 
in the big vaults of the city on this 
side of the continent in shining gold 
coin. 

“How is it done?” was asked of 
Chief Deputy Treasurer Powell. 

“That is simple. The money is 
paid to Capt. Hance in $1000 bills. 
Then the treasurer, usually accompa- 
nied by two or three detectives, goes 
to the banks and makes the deposit 
in New York to the credit of the city, 
having correspondents 
here. will not all go into one 
bank, perhaps, or even into two or 
three banks. 

“That afternoon I will receive -sev- 
eral dispatches and several local mes- 
gages. The local messages will be 
from the correspondents of the New 
York banks and will be to the effect 
that the money has arrived. That is. 
it has been placed to their deposit 
account in New York. Then I 
from New York and Capt. Hance 
notifies me that the money has all 
been deposited. By 2 o'clock the 
transaction is over. We have the 
money and it is to our credit; it hag 
been drawn and deposited in the 
city treasury. 

“If the money were sent by express 
or transferred by mail it would take 
a week or five days at the teast. It 
ras to be done in a few hours, for 
the law requires that the bonds shal! 
be delivered and the money paid 
into the city treasury all on the same 
day. This method of doing business, 
io saves the city an enormous ex- 
pense.

OLUTION MADE SAFE. 
After a Century of Exposure the 


Government Has Special Cab- 
weis Made for the Six Hundred 


{Washington Post:] After being large 
exposed for nearly a century to the 
ravages of time and the wear and 
tear of frequent handling, thousands 


sult the archfves of the Pension Bu- 
reau for the records which illumine 
these time-worn and yellowing docu- 
ments of the past. 

For some years after the close of 
the revolution no attempt was made 
to assemble the records of the soldiers 
who bore arms in that momentous 
struggle. Then came the demand for 
reward through pension and the es- 
tablishment of the Pension Office. It 
was a slow, uncertain task at the out- 
set, but in a few years approximately 
600,000 documents were collected. 
They told, besides the batties in which 
the individual soldier had fought, a 
record of his family and, in some 
cases pathetically, his limited world- 
ly possessions. The government was 
young and poverty-ridden then, and 
the soldier’s right to aid was based 
ly on his need. 

As a rule these documents were 
prepared by the clerk of the court to 
which the soldier applied when filing 
Kis pension claim. They were writ- 
ten on the best handmade paper of 
that period, and with handmade ink, 
and to this fact perhaps more than 
anything else is due their lasting 
quality. But as years passed and the 
papers became prey to time, it became 
evident that their existence was 
threatened unless steps were taken to 
preserve them. 


Many of the 
oldest documents, folded and packed 
away in exposed racks that had done 
service from the time the office Was 
established, were torn and crumbling. 

In his dilemma, Commissioner Dav- 
enport appealed to a cabinet-making 
company. He furnished plans and 
constructed a special pattern ot 
filing case, which combined lightness 
and compactness so that women clerks 
of the revolutionary division could 
handle them with ease.

‘MEXICAN REBELS | 
TIE UP TOWN. 


Americans in Laguna Region | 


Ruled by Brigands. 


Agriculture and Commerce 
Are Etnirely Tied-up. 


Stege Is Filled Wih M any 
Human Interest Events. 


BY W. D. HORNADAY. 
[Special Correspondence of The Timea) 

TORREON (Mex.) March 12.— 
Bands of rebels and brigands have 
made the Laguna district, of which 
Torreon is the industrial center, the 
scene of their operations for more 
than a year. Business interests and 
the non-combatant element of citizene 
have been made to feel the brunt of 
this protracted disturbance. This city 
does not belong to the common Mex- 
ican type. It is a creation of modern 
Mexico. Within the last fifteen years 
it has sprung from a barren spot upon 
the glaring sands of the Nazas River 
Valley to a thriving, pulsating indus- 
trial and business municipality of 
more than 30,000 population. 

In this work of upbuilding Ameri- 
cans have been the chief factors. 
More than $20,000,000 of American 
capital is .invested in industrial and 
commercial enterprises here and in 
the immediate tributary territory. 
Prior to the series of revolutionary 
events and their attending depressing 
effect upon business the American col- 
ony at Torreon numbered about 700 
people. There still remain here about 
200 of this number. Most of them 
are men, the women and children 
having been sent out of the country 
to escape possible harm in the event 
of mob violence. 

REBELS HOLD UP TRAINS. 

It is indeed a remarkable experi- 
ence that this handful of Americans 
and a few other foreigners who de- 
termined to “see the thing through” 
have passed through, and the end is 
not in sight. For more than five 
weeks the town has been practically 
bottled up by bands of rebels, which 
are close upon every side. | 

Occasionally, at long intervals of 
perhaps fifteen to twenty days, a train 
would be able to get through and 
make its to the outside 


these successes there were nine or 
more failures. 

Time after time trains carrying par- 
ties of Americans and other refugees 
from the town were held up by reb- 
els, and after the passengers had been 
robbed, the crew was körced to return 
to Torreon with the train. 

Many efforts have been made to get 
letters out from here telling of the 
situation that confronts the besieged 
inhabitants. How many of these spe- 
cial. messengers who, in order to get 
beyond the rebel lines, had to make 
their way secretly through the moun- 
tains by dangerous trails, arrived at 
their destination is not known here 
Even telegraphic communication hus 
been cut off most of the time that rhe 
siege has been on. 


BUSINESS INTERESTS INJURED. 


It is a blockade that has wrought 
great injury to the industrial and gen- 
eral business interests not only of the 
town itself but of fits whole tributary 
country. While some of the manu- 
facturing plants here had enough raw 
material on hand to keep them in „p- 
eration during this trying period, 
others have been forced to close down, 
thus adding to the perilous situation 
by throwing out of employment many 
hundreds of men. 

What this unemployed element 
would do in case an opportunity was 
given to it to form into a mob is a 
question that brings fear to the heart 
of more than one American and other 
citizens who are striving in every pos- 
sible way to afford protection to the 
people and property. 

If the period of the blockade is 
kept up much longer famine will oe 
added to the other woes of the bot- 
tled-up people and masse more acute 
the possibility of rioting on the part 
of the destitute and unemployed. No 
freight has been received here for 
nearly a month owing to the cying 
up of the railroads. 3 

Food supplies of all kinds are be- 
coming scarce and enormous prices 
are asked for that which is available. 
Several cars of corn and other food 
products which were ordered here re- 
cently during a brief period that the 
telegraph lines were open were con- 
fiscated by rebels before they reached 
their destination. | 

MARKET HOUSE EMPTY. 

The market house, which in time 
of normal conditions is filled with a 
great variety of food products gath- 
ered from the rich farms of the La- 
guha district, is now almost entirely 
empty. 

One of the sources of supply, in the 
matter of vegetables particularly, for 
the city, has been the Chinese gar- 
deners who own rich irrigated tracts 
near town. Several hundred of these 
Celestials were formerly engaged in 
gardening, but on account of the hor- 
rible massacre of more than 300 of 
their number in Torreon during the 
Madero revolution most of them have 
left this part of the country, and veg- 
etables, which were plentiful, are now 
hard to obtain. 

These days of waiting and suspense 
on the part of the Americans who are 
cooped up here like so many men in 
prison are not without their human 
interest incidents and features. The 
absence of news as to what is going 
on in the outside world adds to their 
suppressed excitement. Every rumor 
and report that reaches town, no mat- 
ter from what source it may come, 
ia quickly spread about and made the 
subject of the wil t speculation. 
Little effort is made on the part of 
these beleaguered foreigners to trans- 
act business. Micawber-like, they are 
waiting for something to turn up. 

GOVERNMENT CRITICISED.

flasks, and in value of $80,203, over 
1911, 

“The largest production came 
from San Benito county, followed by 
Santa Clara, Lake, San Luis Obispo, 
Napa, Sonoma, Santa Barbara, [rin- 
ity and Colusa counties, in the order 
named. The following counties also 
contain quicksilver deposits, some of 
which promise to become producers at 
an early date: Kings, Monterey, El 
Dorado, Fresno, Shasta, Solano, 
Stantslaus and Yolo. | 

“Unusual activity has been Appar- 
ent among operators and owners of 
quicksilver mines during the past 
year, and at the present time the out- 
look for a further increase in the 
1912 production is favorable: During 
the last twelve months a fifteen-tc-n 
furnace has been built in Lake coun- 
ty; work on a twenty-ton furnace in 
San.

PITTSBURGH TELDS 
MUCH OF SPRING TRAINING. 


Declares That Long Walks and 

Handball Games Are the Real 

Things for Condition—Much of the 

Time Spent on Present Systems 

Is Nothing But Lost Motion. 

Much of the whole training sys- 
tem in vogue in the National and 
American leagues is just so much 
“bunk,” according to the opinion of 
Manager Fred Clarke of Pittsburgh. 

“Tf a ball player is a ball player,“ 
Clarke says, “it is like swimming— 


he can always play with a moderate 


amount of practice. What he needs 
more than anything else at the start 
of the season is enduranée. Long 

over hills, handball games and 
that kind of training gives the player 
endurance, wind and vigor and takes 
off the superfluous flesh.“ 

Dr. William E. Keane, club physt- 
cian of the Detroit Tigers, is of prac- 
tically the same opinion as Clarke. 
Keane believes the training trips of 
the clubs should be reduced greatly 
in length, and that a great amount 
of hard and tedious work could be 
eliminated if the players would take 
systematic exercise during the win- 
ter months. This does not mean, 

eane says, that the men should keep 
in training twelve months in the year, 
as many of the college men do, but 
he does mean that a little exercise 
taken every day would be a splendid 
thing, especially for the ball tossers 
who are disposed to take. on flesh 
during the winter months. 

The work on the training trips is 
divided into two classes. In the first 
place, the mén get ready for prac- 
tice; then comes the practice itself. 
Anyone who has been compelled to 
take off weight by the wholesale 
knows that there is Hetle joy con- 
nected with either of these features 
of the pre-season workouts. Usually 
after each training trip i closed the 
fat boys say they will never again 
allow themselves to get out of shape. 
But the next spring the same old tale 
of woe is heard. 

“Just imagine what a benefit and 
saving it would be,” Clarke says, “if 
the men could be sent South every 


year: at somewhere near their play- 


ing weights. They would be boiled 
out and fit as fiddles in a compara- 
tively short time. As it is now, it 
takes them a full week or ten days 


to get into shape to handle the ban 
and bat again.
